Hearings Are 


YORBA LINDA — The City 
Council continued its weekly 
public hearings on the general 
plan last Tuesday night. 

Criticism of proposed changes in 
the plan was made by Bob 
Johnson, who presented a new set 
of classifications for density areas. 
Johnson is opposed to the idea of 
developing large acreage lots in 
the future where present 
development shows 8,000 foot 
lots or under are in the majority. 

Johnson felt that -proposed 
changes in the plan made by 
Councilman George Machado 
would be inadequate for 
supporting the city’s commercial 
development. Johnson favors the 
original general plan developed by 
Lampman with the addition of a 
central core of activity. This core 
area would be in the vicinity of 
Avocado St. parallel to Imperial 
Highway and extending south to 
Yorba Linda Blvd. 

Vern Fredericks then addressed 
the city council with a list of 
questions in an effort to 
determine a conflict of interest 
among the councilmen. 
Fredericks’ questions referred to 
an initiative petition for land use 
and zoning rights and a current

Classified Positions 


PLACENTIA — The Placentia 
Unified School District board of 
trustees voted Monday. night to 
spend $147,093 for hiring new 
personnel already in the budget 
and to hold $62,236 budgeted for 
new personnel until needed. 

The amount includes $18,000 
for aides in the gifted program but 
does not include any money for a 
gifted consultant at this time. 

Superintendent Dr. Murrell M. 
Miller explained to the board that 
there is not time to organize a 
gifted program in the state format 
and qualify for a full year’s 
reimbursement. 


The board decided to go with 
the program now being conducted 
locally by teachers and principals 
and possibly hire the consultant 
later in the year if the district can 
afford it at that time. 

Board members also asked the 
administration to provide reports 
on absenses, sick leave use, and 
overtime paid by the district and 
also asked for a comprehensive 
action plan from the 


administration 
absenteeism. 

Board members pointed out 
that of the $147,093 authorized, 
about one-sixth will not be spent 
because part of the year is already 
past. 

Last Friday afternoon the 
board approved the employment 
of Davis, Duhaime and Associates 
as the district’s second architect 
to design and build the Topaz 
School. The architect was chosen 
after visits to projects designed by 
three architects last week. 

Also last Friday the board put 
off until the regular meeting of 
September 13 discussion of ways 
to streamline board meetings so 
that all business can be taken care 
of at regular meetings. 

Among the new positions filled 
were a_ state school 
supervisor, a clerk-typist for the 
personnel department, an 
administrative secretary, a 
warehouse deliveryman, 
custodians, two groundsmen, a 
swimming pool mechanic and a 
new laundryman.

The charges of inept handling of District affairs leveled 
recently by a resigning School Board member and expanded 
upon by the President of the PUEA force me to ask why 
these charges have not been answered. These charges merit 


investigation by 


the Grand Jury or by professional 


organizations. However, the local District could avoid this 
type of controversy simply by announcing a replacement 
timetable and by establishing a procedure independent 
from the current educational bureaucracy to handle the 
announcements and processing of correspondence. 

The District has a new School Board and new teacher 


leadership. Yet the maladies 


of misinformation and 


unresolved professional problems continue. The District 
Administration must stand indicted. It is the only group 
that remains unchanged, It is here that we must act to seek 
rapid and complete replacement. 

An administrative internecine, bureaucratic warfare has 
been raging for two years. This power struggle is fed by the 
desire to control the superintendency of this District. The 
struggle has weakened the educational program in Placentia, 
because energy that should have been devoted to improving 
education has been employed in bureaucratic games of 
one-upsmanship and forming protective alliances to protect ' 


administrative positions. 


The District . Administration has failed to establish 
educational priorities. We spend too much money at the 


District level 


in nonteaching positions. 


District-level 


feather-bedding has top priority in our current budget. 
District level administrators cover their bungling with 
double-talk and deception. This process has created the 


continuing crisis 


situation 


in Placentia. Our budget 


problems, our personnel grievances, and the recent “‘flap” 
about fringe benefits with the Board’s representative are 
directly attributable to this process. 

Our District has accepted without challenge the State 
Department of Education’s suggestions concerning the 
proposed Program, Planning Budgeting System (PPBS). I 
am not satisfied that local control of our curriculum can be 
maintained if our District Administration fails to challenge 
or to allow debate about the basic assumptions of the 
directives coming from the State Department of Education.

failed to 


communicate with or to understand the goals of the 
professional staff. Teacher proposals have been met with 
panic and paternalism. Our position has been distorted, and 


our views 


were blatantly disregarded. The 


District 


Administration clearly proved last year that it is incapable 
of handling the challenges facing the District, and that is 
why the Board must establish a replacement schedule 


immediately. 


If the Board fails to act to restore confidence in the 
District, reduce administrative costs, establish educational 
priorities, and re-establish control of the administrative 
bureaucracy, then the citizens can act after January 1,

The dove season got underway on a better than average 
note as scatter-gunners, in most areas of. the southland, 
were able to bag near limits of the fast flying targets. As 
usual the Imperial Valley was good as were stretches along 
the Colorado River. 

This coming holiday weekend will also be good for 
hunting, especially in the Owens Valley, unless a cold front 
moves in and forces the migrating dove down south of the 
border, 

The limit on dove is 10 per day and 20 in possession after 
opening day. Shooting hours are from one half hour before 
sunrise to sunset. 

The first half of the dove season runs through September 
30, with the second half of the season starting November 


27 and running through December 12. 


SAGE HEN COUNTS DOWN FROM LAST YEAR 


Upland game hunters who are willing to work very hard 
for their game will enjoy fair shooting come the opening 
day of sage hen season on Saturday. 

Officials say that bird counts are down by at least 50% in 
some areas in comparison to last year’s survey. Some of the 
best areas are around Crowley Lake, Bodie and some aried 
areas around Bridgeport. 

The limit on sage hen is two (2) per season, per hunter. 
The good eating birds average about 3 pounds apiece, with 
the larger cocks running to 7 pounds. The birds flush very 
easily and are hard to bring down once they are airborne.

The outlook for the opening of the inland deer season is 
good according to fish and game wardens making on the 
spot counts. There are a lot of deer in. the Sierras as 
compared to past years, and the buck count is the highest 
in more than 5 years. The reason for the’ encouraging 
outlook is the good feed and water conditions existing in 
the high country. 

The Eastern High Sierras will produce a good number of 
small legal bucks (forked horn or better) during the opening 
weekend, but hunters trying for trophy deer will have to 
wait for the big racks to move down from the high country 
on their migration to Nevada. 

The Cleveland National Forest will offer fair hunting this 
season, but nimrods are warned to be very careful of fire. 
The hot weather of late September and early October will 
be the enemy of both the hunter and the forest. Check with 
local rangers for’ areas closed to hunting due to the er fire 
hazard. 


Most of Orange County hunting is one private land, but | 


the few open areas in adjacent counties should produce a 
few nice deer.
